Think back 
over the parties and family fun you've had the last few 
wecks, and see if there's anything which would make out- 
door living easier and more comfortable.

Most shades cut out the glare and the neighbors, but 
if you want to shut out every twinkle of light for daytime 
nappiig, there are black-out shades with the side facing 
the street in a light neutral color. Or if you want to con- 
trol light and admit breezes, too, choose Venetian blinds 
Awning materials are being improved by chemistry, so 
they ll resist sunfading, mildew, and salt air. But awning 
sles are the change you'll notice most. So don’t limit 
your daydreaming to the usual sloping, scalloped window 
covers go ahead and plan a picnic room or a patio using 
fabric laced to a metal pipe frame. 


Leave furniture out in the rain? Sure, if you've picked 
the newer pieces that are weatherproof.

down chest in a new coat of paint will save you steps 


Do you like to read in the cool of evening? Then don't 
overlook electrical outlets and lamps on your porch. Con- 
sider pinups which can’t blow over. Or look for lamps 
which are combined with small, glass-topped metal tables 


You'd like a new porch rug? Now, practical fiber rugs 
come in any length, cut from a 9-foot-wide roll. So if your 
veranda looks best with a rug that’s 9x21, you can have it! 
(Some people are calling this the “poor man’s broad- 
loom” and using it indoors. ) 


Like good ideas costing under a dollar? Try these: Buy 
bug-repellent light bulbs so you can read without a horde 
of gnats round your head. Or put a set of casters on an 
old table to make a serving cart-—-but measure it first to 
be sure it will scoot through your door.

Upstairs, a new bath- 
room was installed, two litthe bedrooms in front were 
changed into one, and closets were aligned in the hall.

When 
mixed with regular plant foods, it increases their value 
as complete foods 

The advantage over other materials is that the frit 
releases plant-tood elements slowly. as the plants need 
them. When applied in me soluble form, many 
minor elements can be toxic to plants 

Much of the work on this material was done at 
Michigan State College. 


Help for apple growers 


New 


Fire blight, the scourge of home apple growers, may 
have met its match in the antibiotics. At Missouri Ex- 
periment Station, low-strength applications of strep- 
tomycin and thiolutin caused a marked reduction in 
infection 

Fire blight, a disease that blackens young growth 
on apple trees, has been impossible to control with any 
chemical spray or by cutting away infected parts. 

Terramycin has proved even more effective, but is 
too unstable in a spray to be practical. 


era for sweet-corn lovers in south 


Recent trials show that good sweet corn for the South 
is a possibility. By 1953, there will be several varieties 
resistant to leaf blight, caused by Helminthosporium tur- 
coum and H. haydis fungi. This type of leaf blight also 
caused severe corn losses in the Midwest last summer, 
so these resistant kinds may not be only for the South 

Twelve varieties in the trials were superior in pro- 
duction, disease resistance, and quality to lochief, one 
of the largest sweet corns in commerce 

One variety particularly impressed me. It had ears 
longer than lochief, yet kernels were as sweet and ten- 
der as Our Choice, a high-quality corn. It tentatively 
has been named Universal because of its wide adapta- 
tion throughout the United States.

On the subject of fruits, pear scab has been prevented 
by spraying trees with solutions of either ferbam or 
zerlate 

Vhis distiguring disease is responsible for the alter- 
nate bearing habit of some pears. Anjou, a variety 
which seldom bears well during two successive years, 
has produced high-qu lity annual crops following 
treatment with these organic fungicides 

The reason often given for the alternate-bearing 
habit of some pears is that scab injures foliage so much 
that it takes two vears for the tree to store up enough 
food to produce a good crop of pears Healthy foliage 


means regular crops
